The objects of The American Numismatic Society are the collection and preservation 
of coins and medals, as well as books and pamphlets relating to the science of Numis- 
matics; the dissemination of information upon Numismatics by lectures, the reading of 
apers before the Society and the Society’s publications; and the commemoration of 
important events by striking of medals. 

The Society was founded in 1858, and incorporated in 1865. Its Library of 
over 15,000 books and pamphlets is the largest collection of Numismatic literature in 
this country, and its cabinets of coins and medals are very extensive—including some 
40,000 pieces, many of extreme rarity. 

The medals, that it publishes, are limited in number and can be _ subscribed 
only by members of the Society. 

A fine a ta building has been erected by the Society, for its exclusive use, 
at Audubon Park—West 156th Street—New York City, adjoining the property of the 
Hispanic Society of America. This is one of the most delightful locations on Manhattan
